Families ‘consider legal action’ for offering late entrance exams to pupils 


Parents of children hoping to get 
into Tiffin Boys School “are consid¬ 
ering legal action” over the “unfair” 
entrance examinations. 

More than 1,000 boys took exams 
on September 27 to win one of 140 
places at the grammar school, 
ranked as the eighth best selective 
secondary in the country. 

But fears have been raised that 
boys who were not able to take 
the exam after the registration was 
brought forward have been handed 
an unfair advantage after more than 
normal were offered a late entry test 
on December 7, before the school 
places are offered next March. 

A private tutor, who did not wish to 
be named, said she knew some

parents who were considering legal 
action after their children sat the 
first exam. 

She said: “Children have gone 
back to school and told their friends, 
so they now know what the test is. 

“Plus they have also had three 
months more worth of studying. 
Parents are mad about getting their 
children in.” 

Tiffin School declined to answer 
questions, or say how many children 
were affected, but headteacher Hilda 
Clarke wrote to parents to say it was 
obliged by law to offer the second 
exam. 


She wrote that late changes by the 
Government to the admission code 
in February had forced selective 
schools to change the dates of their 
examinations to an earlier date in 
the autumn term “causing other 
problems beyond our control”. 

She added: “We are legally obliged 
to test any student who names us on 
the Common Application Form, 
hence the need to test late appli¬ 
cants. Many parents seem to think 
that the remaining weeks of practice 
will make a huge difference. This is 
not true.” 

The school said it had advertised 
the date change but, because 
Kingston Council’s booklet on sec¬ 
ondary school transition was not 


with parents until September, some 
were not aware of the need to regis¬ 
ter until after the closing date. 

Councillor Andrea Craig said: 
“Knowing a lot of parents who go to 
this school, there are very few peo¬ 
ple that don’t know the deadlines of 
the registrations. 

“It’s a very emotive issue and I do 
have sympathy with the parents.” 

The school’s old boys include Vic¬ 
toria Cross recipient Douglas Belch¬ 
er, Alec Stewart and Jonny Lee 
Miller. 

Tiffin Girls’ School will also offer 
late 11+ exams but this year is hold¬ 
ing two rounds of exams to test cur¬ 
riculum as well as verbal and 
non-verbal skills.

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey has told devel¬ 
opers planning to build float¬ 
ing homes on Surbiton Filter 
Beds to “give up”. 

The Energy Secretary was 
cautiously receptive to Hydro 
Properties’ application when 
it was unveiled in April last 
year, claiming it was “worlds 
apart” from previous 
proposals. 

But he has now urged resi¬ 
dents to back the campaign 
organised by the Friends of 
Seething Wells. 

Mr Davey, who has spear¬ 
headed previous campaigns 
against development on the 
riverside site, said the Sur¬ 
biton Filter Beds were “too 
special” to sacrifice to flats, 
car parks and a restaurant. 

He said the application had

failed to meet the “special cir¬ 
cumstance” necessary for 
planning permission and he 
backed the “engaged” com¬ 
munity of Surbiton to come 
up with an alternative plan 
for the site. 


He said: “The Surbiton Fil¬ 
ter Beds are a ‘blue lung’ for 
our 

riverside, with precious birds 
and bats and a unique and 
world important history. 

“The developers have tried, 


but failed to recognise this, 
and I would urge them to give 
up now.” 

Appearing to rule out simi¬ 
lar future development, he 
said: “We have a duty to re¬ 
flect very carefully before we 


allow any more riverside de¬ 
velopment that will last for 
decades to come.” 

Mr Davey was joined by 
Kingston Council deputy 
leader Liz Green, and her fel¬ 
low St Marks ward council¬ 
lors, mayor Mary Heathcote 
and Yogan Yoganathan. 

Friends of Seething Wells 
said they were delighted Mr 
Davey had got behind their 
campaign and hoped for a “fit¬ 
ting future” for the filter beds. 

Spokesman Simon Tyrrell 
said: “Hydro has undermined 
its own credibility, and tar¬ 
nished its own reputation by 
name-calling and making so 
many dubious claims.” 

But Philip Wallis of Hydro 
Properties said: “Mr Davey 
says he will make national de¬ 
cisions on our energy sector 
based on evidence, it is a 
shame he does not do the 
same in Surbiton.”

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Boys in blue badge controversy 


Police have been criticised for 
parking a patrol car in a dis¬ 
abled bay. 

The marked car was parked 
in a space reserved for dis¬ 
abled blue badge holders in 
High Street, Kingston, be¬ 
tween 1pm and 2pm on Octo¬ 
ber 4. 

Wheelchair user and cam¬ 
paigner Ann Macfarlane said 
there was no excuse for police 
to park illegally and think 
they were above the law. 

She said: “There really is no 
excuse even if it was a real

emergency. The police have 
authority over everybody. 
They have the policies and 
practices that enforce the 
law and they should lead by 
example.” 

Disability campaigner Jane 
Young, from New Malden, said 
it was a terrible example set by 
those who should know better. 

She said: “I just think if po¬ 
lice park in disabled bays that 
is giving a very strange 


message to everyone else 
when we are trying to prevent 
abuse. It is the most unhelpful 
thing they can do in terms of 
supporting the message. 

“It is really not a good exam¬ 
ple to set to anyone else if po¬ 
lice do that.” 

Kingston police said the car 
should not have been parked 
in the bay and the matter was 
being investigated, with the of¬ 
ficer responsible to be 
sanctioned. 

The police station does not 
have dedicated parking due to 


a redevelopment of its custody 
cells. 

They have been allowed to 
park marked cars in the bus 
stand directly outside the sta¬ 
tion so they can respond 
quickly to emergency situa¬ 
tions, but this does not extend 
to the disabled bay. 

Mrs Macfarlane said it was 
common to find people flout¬ 
ing the law by parking in dis¬ 
abled bays. 

She said: “It is wrong be¬ 
cause it is there for a reason - 
the blue badge scheme.” 


Parking in a designated dis¬ 
abled bay without a blue badge 
on display can land drivers 
with a fine of up to £110. 

A spokesman from Kingston 
Council said in emergency sit¬ 
uations police, fire and ambu¬ 
lance services would be 
exempt from fines. 

G4S apologised after a pedes¬ 
trian was allegedly threatened 
by a G4S worker in Tolworth 
Broadway after he took a pho¬ 
tograph of the company’s ve¬ 
hicle parked in a disabled bay 
in July.

The confrontation came shortly 
after the Royal Parks issued infor¬ 
mation warning dog walkers and 
park users to steer clear of the an¬ 
imals during the mating season, 
which runs until the end of 
October. 


Neil Coyte, of Royal Parks, said: 
“The man came pretty close to the 
deer and they are wild animals - 
you can’t predict how they will 
react.” 

PC Roswell, the officer who at¬ 
tended the scene, said when he ar¬ 
rived the stag had moved away 
and the man was able to climb 
down. 

He said: “He thought it was a 
good idea to climb up a tree to es¬ 
cape. The man was nearly 70, but 
his tree climbing speed was quite 
spectacular.” 

He said he did see how close the 
man was to the stag, but received 
a call while the man was up the 
tree. 

He warned parks users to steer 
clear of the animals, especially 
during October. 

Users of the park are advised to 
stay at least 50m away from the 
deer during the mating season, 
which runs from September until 
the end of October. 

Bushy Park assistant manager 
Bill Swan said: “During the mat¬ 
ing season the male deer protect 
their territory from rivals while 
rounding up female deer. 

“Never get between them, feed 
them or photograph them at close 
range.” 

The Royal Parks also advised 
dog owners to avoid walking dogs 
in the park through the rutting 
season.

New powers can close 
trouble-making venues 


The council has been handed 
powers to shut down town centre 
night spots early to cut violence 
and drink problems. 

Venues that open into the early 
hours could also be forced to 
stump up for the cost of late night 
police patrols, under new rules. 

Councillors would have early 
morning alcohol restriction 
orders, giving them power to 
ban alcohol after midnight at 
“trouble” venues 

Residents and police will be able 
to request that venues close earli¬ 
er, though the final decision will 
lie with the council. 

The rules come into force at the 
end of the month, though the 
council will wait until a detailed 
report has been made to the 
licensing committee, likely to be 
in May next year.

was consistently having problems 
specifically with violence and 
was having an effect on people 
who go to Kingston to have fun, 
then we would and should use 
these powers or the threat of 
these powers to make sure these 
places are acceptable.” 

The Canbury Central Residents’ 
Association, which successfully 
opposed plans for a new night¬ 
club in the old Gala bingo hall, 
welcomed the news. 

Resident Nicola Duffey said: 
“Anything that puts a lid on vio¬ 
lence in Kingston town centre has 
to be a good thing. 

“We have reports of blood all 
over the streets, a fight here, a 
fight there - how is that a vibrant 
town centre. 

“It is a no-go area for families 


after dark.” 

The council will be able to 
charge a late night levy of up to 
£4,400 to all alcohol-serving busi¬ 
nesses open past midnight. 

The annual fee, 70 per cent of 
which will go to police, is de¬ 
signed to make venues, rather 
than taxpayers, foot the bill for 
additional patrols. 

Student Lillian Jensis, 21, said 
Kingston clubs would pass the 
costs on to customers, charging 
more for entry and drinks. 

She said: “This is bad news. We 
will end up paying, not the clubs.” 

Canbury resident Nicola Duffey 
said taxpayers should not have to 
foot the bill of cleaning up after 
customers at the clubs. 

She said: “Every time they are 
called away to deal with these 
fights then they are taking away 
resources from other parts of the 
borough.” 


Protest prompts roundabout review

Protesters who are against an 
“experimental” £40,000 round¬ 
about and zebra crossing forced 
the council to take a second 
look at the plans. 

Kingston Council planned to 
switch off the traffic signals at 
the four-way junction of Fair- 
field South, Orchard Road, 
Knights Park and Fairfield 
West, possibly as early as 
February next year, for a trial 
period of one year. 

The council approved the 
scheme in June but, following a 
144-strong petition, residents 
have forced them into a review. 

According to a council safety 
audit, a pedestrian’s view of 
south and eastbound traffic 
would be obstructed, making it 
difficult to cross safely when 
the roundabout was busy. 

Former Labour councillor 
Steve Mama, who lives near the 
lights, feared the plans would 
lead to someone being knocked 
over, hurt or even killed. 

He said: “The traffic lights 
have been there a long time, 
people respect them. 

“It is a crime not to do so. 
I have observed motorists, even 
bus drivers, ignore round¬ 
abouts and zebra crossings. 

“They have failed to explain 
why this scheme is necessary. 


As the old adage goes: ‘If it isn’t 
broke why fix it?”’ 

The council said the scheme 
would improve cycling safety, 
by stopping unnecessary delays 
during the day when there 
was little traffic, and saving as 
much as £5,000 a year mainte¬ 
nance and energy costs. 

It said the new system would 
help meet demand from pedes¬ 
trians on their way to school or 
the Kingfisher leisure centre. 

But Nick Hussey, of Kingston 
Wheelers, said: “It is absolutely 
typical of councils to make as¬ 
sumptions about the people 
they are supposed to represent 


without taking the time to 
speak to them. 

“Some drivers will not give 
way to cyclists on roundabouts 
and just ignore us, which can 
be very dangerous. 

“We would always prefer traf¬ 
fic lights simply because, while 
holds us up, it also holds up 
unscrupulous drivers.” 

The scheme, part of the 
Biking Borough, is funded by a 
£350,000 Transport for London 
cycling grant, which will also 
pay for a cycle link in 
Queen Elizabeth Road and a 
southbound contra-flow in 
Albert Road.

Pre-schoolers facing 
the kindergarten chop

Pre-school children may be forced 
from their nursery after the coun¬ 
cil confirmed it would be served 
an enforcement notice this month. 

Kingston Council’s decision 
comes after Coombe Kinder¬ 
garten failed to get planning per¬ 
mission for its base in the scout 
hall in Tadworth Avenue, New 
Malden. 

The council said the move 
would force the nursery to find a 
new site within three months, but 
the kindergarten’s representative 
Alison Cook said in an email that 
was not strictly true. 

She was not available to give any 
further information but the nurs¬ 
ery’s website indicated care 
sessions were still running and 
was advertising that spaces were 


still available. 

Kingston Council said planning 
permission was refused in August 
because of the lack of parking 
and safety concerns in Tadworth 
Avenue and surrounding roads. 

The owner of the two-storey 
detached hall believed planning 
permission was not needed for a 
public hall or church hall and 
could be used for a nursery 
without a planning application. 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said: “The council is in the pro¬ 
cess of undertaking the various 
background actions that are re¬ 
quired prior to serving the notice. 

“The council would expect the 
notice to be served this month.” 

The kindergarten provides 
term-time care for up to 40 chil¬ 
dren, aged between two and five, 
from Monday to Friday and em¬ 
ploys seven full-time staff. 


It was founded in 1972, was 
taken over by the current owner 
in 1996, and moved to the scout 
hall after the lease ran out at the 
parish hall of Christ Church, in 
Cambridge Avenue, in 2011. 

An Ofsted report in February 
rated the nursery as good overall, 
the second best rating possible, 
and some elements were given the 
top score of outstanding. 

The report said: “Children clearly 
enjoy their time in this inclusive and 
stimulating environment. 

“They are keen to come into the 
play room and quickly become in¬ 
volved in a wide range of activities 
of their choice.”

Armed police responded to an 
attack on a bus that shattered 
windows and left passengers 
stranded in the middle of the 
night after suggestions an air- 
gun had been fired. 

Police later discovered the 
double decker 213 bus had 
been hit with stones and rocks 
thrown in Clarence Avenue, 
near Darley Drive, in New 
Malden. 

Bianca Alice Walker was a 
passenger on the upper deck 
of the bus and said she did not 
see the attack, at about 
11.25pm last Thursday, but 
heard it. 

She said: “It sounded like a 
large box of marbles fell and 
scattered across the floor. I 
hadn’t a clue what it could 
have been. 

“The bus driver then 
stopped and everyone looked 
completely confused.” 

Miss Walker said the pas¬ 
sengers thought some sort of 
powerful toy gun had been 
used in the attack as they 
thought there were bullet 
marks on the bus. 

She said: “The glass on two 
windows and a door was fully 


cracked, but still in place and 
there were marks on each of 
them. 

“Everyone was shaking 
their heads at how juvenile 
and inconsiderate the actions 
of the unknown person or 
persons were. 

“This behaviour isn’t 
acceptable.” 


The incident came days 
after a suspected drive-by 
shooting that shattered the 
windows of two cars parked 
in Connaught Road, New 
Malden, on Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 29. 

Police said the two incidents 
were not linked and were 
being investigated separately. 


Mike Weston, the operations 
director of Transport for Lon¬ 
don buses, said: “There were 
no injuries. We are working 
with the Metropolitan Police 
with regards to this matter.” 

Police said no arrests had 
been made but CCTV was 
being studied in an attempt to 
identify suspects.

A school governor, a 
councillor and a busi¬ 
nessman are among 
the names standing to 
be elected as Kingston 
Hospital governors at 
the end of the 
month. 

The list of 50 includes 
Kingston councillor 
Dennis Doe, Kingston 
Voluntary Action 
trustee Robert Mark¬ 
less, Tiffin School gov¬ 
ernor Fazl-E Hasnain 
and Alan Percival 
from patient watchdog 
Kingston Healthwatch. 

The chosen candi¬ 
dates will form a coun¬ 
cil of governors 
responsible for holding 
the trust to account 
and working with hos¬ 
pital directors. 

Michael Walker, of 
Unison, was concerned 
members would be vot¬ 
ing blind as they 
have not been given 
a chance to quiz 
candidates. 


He said: “My fear is 
patients’ voices are not 
being represented. 

“What we appear to 
have is a lot of people 
on one board or 
another, but not 
enough speaking up 
for the people who are 
going to be using the 
service. 

“We were supposed to 
have a health service 
that handed power to 
the patient. 

“All we have now is 
a roomful of career 
politicians.” 

The move is part of 
the hospital bid for 
foundation trust sta¬ 
tus, still waiting to be 
approved, which will 
give it greater indepen¬ 
dence from the NHS 
and the ability to bor¬ 
row private capital. 

The board will be 
made up of 17 
elected public gover¬ 
nors, seven from 
Kingston, four from 


neighbouring Rich¬ 
mond and two from 
Elmbridge. 

Wandsworth, Merton, 
Sutton, and Surrey 
and Greater London 
will each have one 
governor. 

There will also be 
four elected staff gov¬

Warning to landlords not to cut costs 


You might want to save money 
but don’t underinsure your 
property. 

That’s the warning to landlords 
from letting specialists Leaders 
which says landlords could find 
themselves seriously out of 
pocket if they have not insured 
property to its full market value. 

It says eighty six per cent of 
properties surveyed in research 
carried out on behalf of Aviva 
Insurance were found to be 
significantly underinsured. 

Charles Foster, business 
development manager with 
Hepburns Insurance Services 
which works with Leaders, said: 
“The current economic climate 
has led to reductions in the 
market values of some buy to let 
properties. 

“Whilst property owners may 
be looking for savings during 
these times, it is important that 
this is not at the expense of 
insurance cover.” 

“In the event of a claim, if you 
are found to be underinsured, 


most insurers will apply ‘average’ 
allowing them to reduce any 
payments. 

“For example, if a flood or fire 
caused £75,000 of partial damage 
and the property is insured for 
£200,000, but its true 
reinstatement is £300,000, this 
would equate to being one third 
underinsured. 

“Applying average this one 
third will be taken off your claim 
and the insurer would then 
payout a maximum of £50,000.” 

“In addition,” says Charles, 
“whilst making sure you have 
adequately insured your 
buildings it is also as important to 
remember that when you’re 
letting your property to tenants a 
standard home insurance policy 
will often exclude let properties. 

“For this reason a specialist 
landlord insurance - which 
includes landlord liability cover - 
is vital if you own a rental 
property. 

“Leasehold landlords should 
also be advised to take a contents 


policy which includes liability 
cover.” 

Leaders advise that generally 
property sums insured should 
represent the cost of 
reinstatement to the existing 
specification. Ancillary costs 
should be considered, for 
example sums insured of 
buildings should make allowance 
for items such as demolition, 
debris removal and professional 
fees, as required.
